In re pages 3 and 4, Applicant's Representative states: "The applicant submits that it is very clear from at least the portions of the 
Applicant's Specification presented above that in the invention of the Applicant as predetermine value to indicate a display order of the 
picture to be repeated. For example, if the picture to be repeated is the sixth picture in a group of pictures having, for example, twenty 
pictures, then the display order of the picture to be repeated is set to six to indicate that the picture to be repeated is the sixth picture 
displayed. The Applicant further teaches that the display order of the subsequent repeats of the picture can also be set to the same number 
(e.g., six) to ensure that the subsequent repeats of the picture that was repeated are displayed at the time that the first repeat of the 
repeated picture because the display order of the subsequent repeats is also six." 

The Examiner notes that such detail is not claimed in the Application in its present form. Further, the Applicant's Specification is confusing 
on this issue, as noted in the Applicant's Representative's arguments. Applicant's Specification states: "the value of the display indicator for 
each of the pictures to be displayed during the trick mode can be the same." This is easily understood to mean that during the trick play 
mode, individual pictures are repeated the same number of times, which is to be expected for a constant slow-play mode. Also further 
examination of the Applicant's Specification notes that the terminology suggested by the Applicant's Representative is inconsistent, in that 
the "display indicator" is referred to as an "integer value of picture B6." The Examiner feels that clarification, at least in the claims, is 
necessary to overcome the cited prior art.
